IN'G WHEN HE WAS 18 YEARS

New York, Marcli 4, 1924. -^Paul 
Berlenbdch, New York's middle- 
weight knockout king, and reigning 
sensation of the indoor fistis season, 
luis had one of the mo.st remarkable 
careers on record. Thrust into the 
liuiclijxht with a record of 23 conse- 
cutive knockouts in amateur and 
profe.ssionul ranks, critics i)redict 
that he is only on the threshold of a 
great ring career, and hail him as a 
second Stanley Ketchcl, a terror in 
luiddlowcight ranks 15 years ago. 

Bcrlcnbach was born a deaf-mute, 
but at the age of 18 h« suddenly 
acquired heariug and speech. Five 
years ago, while serving as an in- 
structor in a Westchester County 
Institution for the Deaf-Mutcs Ber- 
lenbach one day went to the aid of 
a l)oy whose kite becaftie entnngl^l 
in an electric wire 12 feet from the 
grourttl. Climbing a pole. Berlen- 
bach released the kite, but in so do- 
ing cainc in contact with the heavily 
charged wires. He fell to the 
ground unconscious, and those 
who came to his ru'd believed him 
t^cad. 

First aid, Iiowcnl; ,,,. him. 

and to his astonishment, he found 
his sense of hearing normal. Medi- 
cal interest was attracted, and sub- 
sequent treatment also developed his 
speech. 

Hcrlcubach's ri.se to pugilistic 
fame within less than a year has 
been spectacular, and all the more 
remarkal.)le because he is one of the 
few former wrestlers to acfpiire fis- 
tic prowess. He won the Olynqiic 
middleweight wrestling champion- 
shii> at Antwerp in 1920. 

Berlenbach turned his attention to 
the ring, and ns nn amateur hung 
up a total 0^13 knockouts. He has 
added 10 straight knockouts to his 
string as a professional.

It was known as "the drouthy year," 
and the corn was so short it could not 
be cut, but had to be pulled. Meal 
that winter reached five shillings a 
.stone at Jedburgh, and in other parts it 
was seven shillings 6d. Mr. Thomson 
was thus a vivid link with old days and 
hard times. PrcKceding ex- Provost 
Hilson described him as the "Grand old 
.Vlan of Ancrum," who that day had 
been highly honoured with the follow- 
ing letter from the King, couched in 
most grocious and kindly terms : — 

Buckinicham Palace, Feb. 10, 1926.
